It 
is greatly to bo regretted that there 
Bhould be so much fioklenees and inoon 
aistency bound up with the advocacy of 
BO great aud allimportant a qaestion 
Rt'spousible Govern inont is ft PaiNci 
PLE, and canuot ' bo a fuiluro ' in the 
hands of a people poseessing sufficient 
inlelli^eiice to work it out. To assert 
that 'unleBB we have a larger represent, 
fttion ihRD fifteen members, Besponsl- 
bie Government will be a failure, is to 
exhibit a singalar want of familiariiy 
Tfith-lhe whole subjeot. Ucquusnon 
ably a larger roprcBeutation would bo 
desirable. But our contemporary 
Bourcely warranted in the assumption 
thut the country cannot be represented 
ID a local LeKislature of fifteen; nor do 
we oonceiFo him to be juBtifitd in tho 
CODOlasion that the principle ot Ilespon 
Biblo Government caiinot bo worked out 
wiih HO fmall a Bouse, It must be 
poriocily clear that with sutih a House, 
under Confederation, the colony would 
be very much better reprssouted than it 
is now, or ever has been. It would eliict 
fifteen representatives to attend to its 
local interests at Victoria; it would 
elect si.x roprisentalives to attend to it 
larger interests at- Ottawa, while thrao 
presnmubly representativo men would 
be' taken from amonR its people to guard 
itsinterestB in the Federal Senate. At 
present iho people are only permitted 
to chooso Dine repressniaiives ; and 
these are met by an official 
phalanx of fittoen, which can at wiii 
render them perfectly helpless. But 
dnr contemporary ought to have known 
that it is for the people to decido how 
many representatives they shall have 
in ihe local Legislatnro. Under the 
existing constlintion the people have no 
power to deal with such matters; but 
the BOW or, as our feontemporary would 
^express it, s.x by nine oonetuutiou win 
confer that power upon them. It will 
be for them to decide whether they will 
have KeBpoDsible Government ; and it 
will be equnlly competent for tbem to 
deeidahow largo a ropreaentation they 
will have therewith. It is, therefore, 
the mereBt Donsenso to talk about ra 
jecting Redponsib.'o Government unless 
the ri'preeenlaii'ju bo made so and so, 
It will be lor the people to eay whether 
• tbey will accept it or not ; and it will 
bo for the people to say how large a re. 
presentation thej may desire; so that, 
their choice of the iormer need in no de- 
gree bo hampered or itifluoueed by the 
latter isfue.
